HONG KONG (UPI) - Chinese of­ 
ficials today reported “great losses to 
people’s life and property" from 
Wednesday's two major earthquakes and 
urged the 50 million residents of the 
hard-hit coastal province to mobilize for 
relief efforts. 
Heavy casualties were feared in 
Tangshan, an industrial city of one 
million located almost on the center of 
the first quake, the strongest in the 
world in 12 years. The city was described 
as “almost flattened." 
Military units near the stricken areas 
immediately set up emergency relief 
centers that were reinforced today by 
army units from throughout the country, 
according to Peking sources. 
Residents said some of the injured, 
sent to Peking hospitals, were known to 
have died while undergoing treatment, 
but the exact number was unavailable. 
Emergency teams in the heavily pop­ 
ulated Hopeh province in northeast 
China began searching for bodies and 
missing persons, setting up temporary 
shelter for the homeless. 
In Peking, w itn esses reported 
hundreds of thousands of persons living 
in tents. 
The first quake, which registerd 8.2 on 


the open-ended Richter scale, rocked the 
province before dawn Wednesday and 
was followed 15 hours later by a second 
quake of almost equal magnitude. 
It was centered about 100 miles 
southeast of Peking and 63 miles 
northeast of Tientsin, the nation’s second 
and third largest cities, which put it 
almost precisely in Tangshan. 


Strong jolt 
hits Russia 


MOSCOW ( U P I ) - A stro n g 
earthquake rocked a mountainous 
southern region of the Soviet Union 
Wednesday night, sending residents 
scrambling into the streets, but causing 
little damage, officials said today. 
There were no immediate reports of 
injuries. 
The tremor struck at 11:17 p.m. 
Moscow time (1:17 p.m. PDT) in 
Checheno Ingushskaya, an autonomous 
Soviet republic 800 miles southeast of 
Moscow in an oil-rich region of Tran­ 
scaucasia. 
Court delays increase 
in natural gas rates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - New natural 
gas rates, which would have cost the 
average American household 815.60 
more a year, have been postponed at 
least temporarily by a federal court. 
The federal Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia agreed late 
Wednesday to grant a stay pending 
further order, w hich could come next 
week. 
A coalition of consumer, labor, and 
government groups sued for an indefinite 
stay of the new rates, which were an­ 
nounced Tuesday by the Federal Power 
Comission 
The coalition also asked the FPC for­ 
mally for a delay and a rehearing of the 
matter on its merits. 
A few hours after the suit was filed, 
clerks for Judges Charles Fahy and Spot- 
is wood Robinson III notified lawyers in 
the suit that the court would grant a brief 
stay. 
The suit was filed by the 
Energy Action Committee, the Con­ 


sumer Federation of America, the state 
of Minnesota and its Public Service Com­ 
mission. the United Auto Workers, the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, and several 
other organizations and government en­ 
tities. 


They contended if the new rates were 
allowed to be in effect while an appeal is 
pursued. American consumers would 
pay more than $100 million a month in 
higher rates that could turn out to be dis­ 
allowed 
The FPC announcement Tuesday set a 
new national ceiling of $1.01 per thou­ 
sand cubic feet for gas dedicated to in­ 
terstate sales between Jan. 1.1973 and 
Jan. 1.1975. and $1.42 per thousand cubic 
feet for gas committed to such sales 
after that time. 
That is a $1.5 billion increase the first 
full year, the FPC estimated. The 
current ceiling is 52 cents per thousand 
cubic feet.

MENLO PARK (UPI) - A second 
suspect in the two-week-old kidnaping of 
26 children and their school bus driver 
was arrested today while driving toward 
his home to give himself up. 
James Schoenfeld, 24, was picked up 
by police just off a main San Francisco- 
Los Angeles highway in broad daylight. 
The arresting officers had been alerted 
by a man who heard the license number 
of Schoenfeld's van broadcast on his car 
radio while driving to work. A moment 
after hearing the license number he saw 
it on the vehicle ahead of him 
Schoenfeld was captured at 6:50 a.m .,. 
only minutes after his brother, Richard, 
22, was taken from the county jail in 
Oakland for arraignment at Chowchilla,. 
scene of a kidnaping that may have no 
parallel in the annals of American 
crime. 
The younger brother, who had sur­ 
rendered to police last Friday, was 
arraigned at midmoming, pleading inno­ 
cent to all 43 charges of kidnaping and 
robbery. Bail was continued at $1 
million. 
The suspect was impassive during the 
court hearing, and he spoke only twice to 
say “yes" and “no" in answer to ques­ 
tions. 
His attorney said he was “very 
frightened." 
Still at large was Fred Newhall Woods 
24 key suspect in the case who was 
believed to have owned the small vans in 
which the children were abducted and a 
huge moving van which became their 
underground prison in a rock quarry 
owned by his father until they clawed 
their way out on July 16. The Schoenfelds 
were suspects largely because they were 
friends of Woods and associated with 
him in a car renovating business. 
Attorney William Gagan, who also 
represents the younger Schoenfeld, said 
James had planned to give himself up 
only 70 minutes after he was captured. 
Gagan said he had arranged to meet the 
suspect at his office across San Fran­ 
cisco Bay in Danville at 8 a.m. 
“We were going to contact authorities 
and turn him in as we did his brother," 
Gagan said at the Redwood City jail 
where the suspect was taken after Ms 
arrest 
Search for Schoenfeld had centered in 
Idaho. Washington and Montana earlier 
this week after it was learned he had 
been turned back while trying to cross 
the border into Canada, had sold guns 
and ammunition in Spokane, Wash., and 
Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, and had aban­ 
doned a car in Coeur d'Alene. Monday 
night the hunt shifted to the San Fran­ 
cisco Bay area after it was reported he 
had been seen driving a van with Idaho 


license plates. 
As the arrest was made the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner said it had learned a 
complicated plan had been formulated 
while the kidnap victims were missing to 
make a $5 million ransom air drop in the 
rugged area of Santa Cruz Cotoity about 
70 miles southwest of San Francisco. The 
newspaper said papers found by in­ 
vestigators had specified that the ran­ 
som was to be delivered in baggage that 
would not burst when hitting the ground 
after the drop from a plane. Immediate­ 
ly after his arrest James Schoenfeld was 
booked at the San Mateo county jail on 27 
counts of kidnaping and 16 of robbery, 
the same charges facing his brother. 
Capt. Nicholas Galiotto of the sub­ 
urban Mountain View police department, 
which is in the area of the Schoenfeld 
home in Atherton, said the capture was 
made possible by the alert eye of Lee R. 
Wallis, of San Ramon, who was listening 
to his car radio while driving to work. He 
heard a newscast giving the license 
number of the van Schoenfeld was be­ 
lieved driving, and when he looked ahead 
he saw it on the vehicle ahead of him. 
“He pulled alongside the vehicle, saw 
the driver and recognized Schoenfeld 
from newspaper pictures." Galiotto 
said. “Wallis followed the suspect’s vehi­ 
cle to highway 101 and then north to 
Mountain View. 
“He took the off ramp looking for a 
phone, whilethe van stayed on 101, drove 
about a block and a half and flagged a 
Mountain View police car which radioed 
the information to the county police 
network. About 10 minutes later the 
suspect was apprehended in Menlo 
Park." 
Carl Kounty, a gasoline station 
operator, said he saw three patrol cars 
converge on the van. 
“The next time I looked up the officers 
had this fellow over the hood to frisk 
hum." he said "Three of them held him 
down Re seemed to resist a little, not 
much" 
The arrest was made by officers Gary 
Lock man and Larry Shannon and a 
woman officer. Sarita Ledet They said 
the suspect offered “no resistance". He 
was not armed, and no guns were found 
immediately in the van, which was 
packed with camping eqquipment and 
extra gasoline cans. 
Authorities said Schoenfeld had 
purchased the 1950 Cheverlet van in his 
own name in Coeur d’Alene after aban­ 
doning the car he had tried to use in cros­ 
sing the Canadian border, where he was 
turned back because of the guns in his 
possession. At that time border patrol of­ 
ficers did not know he was wanted.

Another satellite was blasted into orbit 
around earth this morning One more 
was added to the hundreds that have 
been launched since Russia sent up the 
first Sputnik in 1956 
Today’s satellite was launched from 
Vandenberg AFB by NASA, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration, 
and will be operated by NOAA. the Com­ 
merce Department's National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration. 
There are many kinds of satellites 
traversing above us now — explorers, 
communications, weather, topside 
sounders. The newest spacecraft, ac­ 
cording to NASA, it the fifth in a series 
of of environm ental m onotiring 
satellites. 
In other words, it Is a weather 
satellite, called NOAA-5 Information 
gathered by the spacecraft will help the 
Civil Air Patrol find downed aircraft in 
rugged mountains faster and assist tuna 
and salmon fishermen find more produc­ 
tive fishing grounds off the California 
coast, for example. 
NOAA-5 will ride a near-circular, high 
inclination, retrograde polar orbit of 


about 942 miles to provide pictures and 
other data of value to such varied in­ 
terests as w eather fo reca sters, 
fishermen, aviators, oceanographers and 
hydrologists. 
The planned orbit will allow the 
satellite to scan the entire globe twice 
every 24 hours. 
NOAA-5 was launched a little after 10 
a m. aboard a two-stage Delta rocket 
augmented by three strap-on solid 
motors, which in conjunction with the 
main engine developed a lift-off thrust of 
approximately 330,000 pounds. Orbit was 
confirmed a short time later. 
Among its immediate duties, the new 
satellite will go on hurricane watch, 
viewing the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, 
the Caribbean, and the Gulf of Mexico in 
search of budding hurricanes and 
typhoons 
The hurricane season runs 
through November 30. 
The launch of NOAA-5 maintains an 
operational satellite system begun some 
10 years ago that today provides regular 
global observation of cloud cover, snow 
and ice, and the sea surface for an ever- 
increasing variety of uses. 
RCA built the statellite and McDonnel 
Douglas Astronautics Co. built the 
rocket.

PASADENA. Calif (UPD - Viking 1 
bathed a tiny sample of Martian soil with 
artificial sunlight today in the first at­ 
tempt to see if life thrives on or just un­ 
der the surface of Mars. 
It may take biologists weeks or even 
months to reach any conclusions about 
the presence of extraterrestrial life. 
Even a negative finding will not rule out 
Mars life. 
The artificial sun experiment started 
Wednesday and was incubating the sam­ 
ple in a chamber filled with a Mars-like 
atmosphere rich in carbon dioxide The 
test was designed to see if any Martian 
organisms take in carbon as plants on 
Earth use sunlight to turn carbon dioxide 
and water into organic material. 
The robot’s intricate biology apparatus 
was to deliver a rich mixture of nutrients 
scientists call “chicken soup" to a se­ 
cond soil sample in another incubation 
chamber today.Confirmation was ex­ 
pected late tonight. 
Viking' third life detection experiment 
begins Friday when a simpler nutrient 
will be squirted into still another test 
chamber. 
The idea of the three experiments is to 
s t i m u l a t e 
the 
m e t a b o l i c 
or 
photosynthetic processes of any Martian 
microorganisms so byproducts of life 
can be detected. 
The first run of the three biology ex­ 
periments will be completed by Aug. 9. If 
the results are positive, biologists will 
have to repeat the 12-day tests before 
any conclusions can be reached. 
“The mission is really just beginning," 
said Dr. Leslie Or gel, of the Salk In­ 
stitute for Biological Studies “For those 
of us interested In organic chemistry and 
life, we’ve hardly got started." 
The spoonful of soil was delivered to 
the biology apparatus Wednesday by 
Viking's retractable digging arm. Anoth­ 
er sample went to the craft’s inorganic 
chemistry analyzer but something hap­ 
pened to an instrument designed to look 
for organic molecules in the Martian 
soil. 
Project director James Martin said a 
sensor in the organic analyzer failed to 
register that its hopper had been filled 


This meant the experiment could not 
start until scientists determine what 
went wrong. 
Pictures radioed back of the excava­ 
tion showed that Mars' soil is surprising­ 
ly sticky Geologists had expected to find 
wind-blown sand but the vertical walls, 
sharp edges and clumpy material seen in 
the photos showed soil similar to that 
seen on the moon

She has been associated with 
so many community-oriented 
projects in recent years that 
one close friend of hers made 


the remark that it might have 
been just as accurate to 
describe developer Towbes as 
being the husband of civic- 
lead er G ail Tow bes. in 
references to him. 
From the moment die was 
named. Gail Towbes began 
educating herself for her big 
new job. heading a group of 19 
citizens who will not only probe 
county government operations 
to find out which are working 
well and which are not, but w ill 
also delve into crim inal mat­ 
ters as presented by the district 
attorney. 
Mrs. Towbes. a Montecito

Top officials of the County 
Employes Association — the

visors” holding up a denuded 
man shown in a barrel with 
hands upraised and labeled 
“ employes.” 
Contending that seven other 
com parable co u n ties in 
Southern California which are 
often used in salary com­ 
parisons with Santa Barbara 
County have awarded con­ 
siderably higher pay boosts for 
this year to their employes, but 
for the most part. Kilgore 
printed observations about the 
three “ lame duck” supervisors 
— Board chairman Frank J.

In sizing up salary gains of 
employes in comparable coun­ 
ties. Kilgore stated Fresno 
County workers received a 7.58 
per cent increase for most of 
the employes; San Luis Obispo 
County, an offer of 5 per cent; 
Monterey County. 6 per cent in­ 
crease plus one per cent cost-of- 
livin g in crease: Ventura 
County. 5 per cent increase; 
San Bernardino County, 5 per 
cent increase in Ju ly and 2Mi 
per cent more next January; 
Kern County, average increase 
of 54 per cent: Orange County, 
64 per cent for all except 4 per 
cent for crafts; Riverside 
County, no final award known. 
Hugh O liver, association 
president, also deplored the 3 
per cent raise as meagre in an 
article in the same issue. 
Oliver pointed out the as­ 
sociation won important collec­ 
tive bargaining elections during 
the past year in contests with 
the AFL-CIO Service Employes 
International Union (which had 
gone on strike in June.

TOKYO (UP1) - Police to­ 
day warned of possible assas­ 
sination attem p ts against 
Prime Minister Takeo Miki 
and other government leaders 
b ecau se of th e grow ing 
Lockheed scandal. 
An all-points bulletin to 
Japan’s local police was issued 
by the National Police Agency, 
Japan’s equivalent of the FBI. 
"At present there are no im­ 
mediate known signs of assas­ 
sination plots by ultra leftists 
and rightists against high 
government officials,” the 
NPA said. “But historically, 
there have been cases of in­ 
scrutable behavior by te r­ 
rorists." 
Prosecutors, meanwhile, won 
court perm ission to keep 
former Prime Minister Kakuei 
Tanaka jailed for 10 more days. 
Investigators said they would 
have evidence ready by Aug. 6 
to inui"t him on charges o 
bribery and violation of Japan’s 
foreign exchange control law. 
He is accused of secretly 
receiving $1.67 million in illegal 
payments from Lockheed Corp. 
Under Japanese law. authori­ 
ties can hold a person without 
formal indictment for a max­ 
imum of three weeks. 


In its warning, the national 
police said. "We must strength­ 
en protection of high officials in 
the governm ent and make 
every effort to protect them 
from possible terrorists. 


National police officials 
noted demonstrations calling 
for Miki's resignation haw in­ 
creased since Tanaka’s arrest 
Tuesday. 


Tanaka resigned from the rul­ 
ing Liberal Democratic party, 
which Miki heads, shortly after 
his arrest. 
In addition to Miki. the NPA 
said vice p rem ier Takeo 
Fukuda. and the leaders of 
other political parties would be 
under heavier protection.

LONDON (UPD - Britain's 
government and labor move­ 
ment have agreed to renew 
their joint efforts to keep peace 
in the factories and bolster the 
nation’s industrial might 
The ruling Labor party and 
trade union leaders announced 
their acceptance Wednesday of 
a new "social contract" they 
said would guarantee three 
relatively strike-free years in 
return for social and economic 
policies acceptable to workers 
"The new social contract will 
provide three years of industri­ 
al stability and the rebirth of 
our industrial system coupled 
with social priorities based mi 
consultation and cooperation 
between the Labor party and the 
unions." Prime Minister James 
Callaghan told a news con­ 


ference 
Len Murray, general secre­ 
tary of the 16-million member 
Trades Union Congress, said. 
"The unions will see in this not 
so much a program as a part of 
life for British democracy." 
But there were signs of con­ 
tinuing friction between the un­ 
ions and the government 
"It does not mean that we are 
ag reed on all the p ro b ­ 
lems." Murray said on televi­ 
sion "There is no doubt there 
wit be disagreements 
There 
are some now " 
The group's general council 
earlier sharply attacked the 
government’s plan to cut $1.1 
billion in public spending on the 
grounds this would increase the 
nation’s 1.450,000 jobless total, 
the highest since World War II

Sikes reprimanded 
by vote of House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House voted overwhelmingly 
today to reprim and Rep. 
Robert Sikes, D-Fla., for failing 
to disclose private financial 
holdings. It was the first time a 
congressman had been disci­ 
plined since Adam Clayton 
Powell was expelled in 1967. 
The vote came after a brief 
20-minute debate on adopting a 
report of the House ethics com­ 
mittee. Sikes, a 36-year veteran 
of Congress, was on the House 
floor when his colleagues voted 
381 to 3 to reprimand. 
The committee, in a 498-page 
report, recommended Sikes be 
chastised on two of three com­ 
plaints filed with the panel by 
Common Cause, the citizens ad­ 
vocacy group. 
Rep. John Flynt, D-Ga., 
ethics chairman, urged approv­ 
al of the report and said "it’s 
never pleasant or enjoyable to 
«it in judgm ent on one's 
friends " 
But. added Flynt. "We have 


no bucket of whitewash in the 
committee —• and we have no . 
brush." 
"There may be some who feel 
the recommendations are too 
harsh and others who feel they 
are too mild, but they were 
arrived at after careful in­ 
vestigation and considera­ 
tion.’’ Flynt said. 
Sikes rose to ask permission 
to place some remarks in the 
Congressional Record. 
The committee said Sikes, 
chairman of a the House Ap­ 
propriations subcommittee on 
m ilitary construction, was 
wrong in not reporting his stock 
holdings in F airchild In­ 
dustries, a major defense con­ 
tractor. and also for failing to 
disclose his financial interest in 
a bank he helped get federal 
and state approval for location 
on the Pensacola (Fla.) Naval 
Air Station. 
The committee said it was 
"most concerned" about a third 
complaint, failing to report his 


interest in a land project for 
which he pushed legislation that 
benefited the development. But 
because it happened before the 
committee was formed it would 
not recommend punishment. 


“The fact is we are confront­ 
ed with events that occurred 
approximately 15 years ago and 
at least to some extent appear 
to have been know n to 
Representative Sikes’ constitu­ 
ency which has continually re­ 
elected him to Congress," the 
report said. 


The 
c o m m itte e 
s a id , 
however, "if such activity had 
occurred within a relatively re­ 
cent time frame and had just 
now become a matter of public 
knowledge, the recommenda­ 
tion of some form of punish­ 
ment would be a matter for con­ 
sideration by the committee." 
Reprimand carries no punish­ 
ment and is the lightest of any 
disciplinary action that could 
be taken. 


U g a n d a shrugs off break 


in relations by Britain 


NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) - 
Uganda shrugged off Britains 
unprecendented decision to 
break diplomatic ties with 
Kampala and says the remain­ 
ing 200 to 300 Britons in the 
country will become Ugandan 
citizens. 
At the same time. President 
Icfti Amin renewed his on again 
of again verbal war against the 
leader of neighboring Kenya — 
his "brothers and sisters" two 
days ago but now "not even 
Africans." 
London broke with Kampala 
Wednesday, the first time it had 
severed relations with a Com­ 
monwealth nation. 
"We don’t care about the 
British decision to cut ties." a 
Uganda spokesman at Amin’s 
headquarters in Kampala said 
Wednesday night. 
"The French government will 
handle the remaining British 
citizens here and we know most 
of them have opted to stay. 
They will become Uganda 
citizens " 
It was unclear it he meant the 


remaining Britons, mainly mis­ 
sionaries and teachers, would 
become citizens voluntarily or 
by force. 
In remarks on Radio Uganda. 
Amin himself said he was 
"still studying the implications 
involved in the British announ­ 
cement." 
He urged the rem aining 
Britons to accept conditions in 
Uganda as they are. But 
Western diplomats worried the 
Uganda leader might eventual­ 
ly hold them as political pawns 
London gave no reason for 
breaking the ties except to note 
two British diplomats were 
recently expelled from Uganda 
"for no good reason" and to say 
its embassy had been unable to 
"discharge its normal duties." 
But the decision culminated 
years of growing tension 
between the two countries arid 
followed the disappearance and 
presumed murder earlier this 
month of an elderly woman 
holding dual Israeli-British citi­ 
zenship. 
The woman. Mrs. Dora 


Bloch, had been one of the 
hostages aboard an Air France 
flight hijacked to the East 
African country. 
Mediation efforts by the 
Organization of African Unity 
to avert a possible war between 
Kenya and Uganda bogged 
down in Nairobi 


OAU Secretary General Wil­ 
liam Eteki was scheduled to fly 
later from Nairobi to Kampala 
to meet with Amin But Radio 
Uganda denounced Kenyan of­ 
ficials and said "they were not 
even Africans."

Medicare, Medicaid programs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
doctors are talking: 
"The trick is never to put 
down or to charge for a patient 
you didn’t see When I billed for 
a Sed (sedimentation test) rate 
or a CBC (complete blood 
count), or whatever. I always 
drew blood. Where the blood 
went. I did not know ... If they 
ask you did you ever put down 
for a patient you didn’t see. you 
say, i don't recall.* If they ask 
you. 'Would you do that?' You 
say. ’No. that is dishonest 
The other doctor says. "What 
about kickbacks?" 
The first replies. "A million 
guys a y ea r ask me for 
kickbacks 
They can't prove 
it." 
Sen Frank E. Moss. D-Utah. 
gave a Senate finance subcom­ 
mittee on health a partial 
transcript Wednesday of the 
taped words of two New York 
doctors suspected of defrauding 
Medicare. 
One doctor was "caught in­ 


dulging in massive fraud" and 
agreed to let investigators fit 
him with a recorder so he could 
talk with another fraud suspect. 
Moss said. 
Emphasizing the number of 
America's doctors who rip off 
Medicare is "only 4 per cent of 
the medical profession." Moss 
said the New York example 
points up some of the attitudes 
and problems in fraud cases 
"The Department of Justice 
and the various U.S. attorneys 
offices (with the exception of 
the Southern District of New 
York and the Middle District of 
Pennsylvania) have given 
Medicare cases absolutely the 
lowest priority.” Moss conten­ 
ded. 
He supports a bill for a 
central fraud and abuse office; 
full exchange of information 
between the Medicaid and 
Medicare plans, and consolida­ 
tion of administration of the 
plans 
Moss heads the subcommit- 


tee on long-term care of the 
Senate Committee on Aging. 
The staff investigation con­ 
centrated first on clinical 
la b o r a to r ie s 
a b u se of 
Medicaid, and then on fraud by 
physicians 
"Fraud and abuse are ram­ 
pant in the Medicaid program," 
Moss said "Both the states and 
the federal government are 
looking to each other to prevent 
fraud and abuse Technically, 
the states are responsible ... 
The problem is that most states 
have abdicated this respon­ 
sibility "

Cannery officials 


await Vote on pact 


SAN FRANCISCO (UI) - 
Northern California cannery of­ 
ficials today were awaiting the 
outcome of employe voting on a 
contract which would end a 
costly strike 
The voting was expected to 
continue through Friday and 
cannery officials said work 
wouldn't resume until Saturday 
at the earliest and possibly as 
late as Monday. 
Some 76 processing plants 
have been idled by the strike, 
now in its 10th day. A tentative 
agreement on a three-year con­ 
tra c t was announced by 
negotiators in Washington D C 
The pact reportedly would 
raise the current average wage- 
fringe package of $5 74 an hour 
by $160. or 28 per cent, over the 
three years. 


A cannery spokesman said 
some 65.000 workers would be 
hired as a peak season comple­ 
ment almost immediately after 
union rank-and-file approval.

Russians 


may hike 
grain buy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Looming weather damage to 
the Soviet Union's potato crop 
could lead to an increase in 
Russian grain imports in the 
coming year, according to the 
Agriculture Department. 
The a g e n c y 's 
F o re ig n 
Agricultural Service said in a 
report extended wet and coot 
weather has reduced potato 
crop prospects in many north­ 
ern parts of the Soviet Union. 
Officials pointed out that 
potatoes are widely used for 
livestock as well as humans in 
Russia As a result, the poten­ 
tial losses in potato production 
could increase Soviet needs for 
imported grain, the report said. 
Soviet officials so far have 
ordered about 4.4 million 
metric tons of grain for 
delivery in the year starting 
Oct. 1. the first season covered 
by a five year agreement which 
r e q u ir e s them to buy a 
minimum of 6 million tons of 
American wheat and corn an­ 
nually. 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials have predicted the Soviets 
eventually will buy about 10 to 
12 million tons for 1976-'77 
delivery 
Officials added Wednesday in 
the overseas affairs report 
which included notice of the 
Soviet potato troubles, that 
C h in e s e 
g o v e r n m e n t 
spokesmen have reported a 
record 1976 summer harvest. 
A griculture ex p e rts said 
specific reports from nine

4 cup green cherries 
Dissolve Jello in water and cool, then stir in milk 
and cool again. When almost set, fold in the other in­ 
gredients and refrigerate.

Beat eggs, salt and milk 
together Add to the flour, stirring until smooth, then 


mix in the oil. Chill qne hour. When ready to cook, the 
hatter should be the consistency of heavy cream. You 
may have to add more flour or milk to achieve this. 
Pour 4 cup batter into hot skillet. Cook on one side on­ 
ly This makes about 16 crepes.

16 bacon slices 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 cup chopped green pepper 
4 lb. mushrooms, sliced 
4 cups (16 oz.) shredded sharp natural Cheddar 
cheese 
1 8 oz. can tomato sauce 
Friy bacon until crisp, drain, reserving 2 tbsp. bacon 
fat. Crumble the bacon Cook onion and green pepper 
in bacon fat until tender, add mushrooms Cook a few 
minutes, then add the bacon and 3 cups of cheese. Mix 
lightly. 
Fill crepe with about 4 cup of cheese mixture and 
roll. Place in baking dish and top with tomato sauce. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 15 minutes. Sprinkle with rest 
of cheese and continue baking until cheese melts.

A public hearing has been set 
for Sept. 22 by the County Plan­ 
ning Commission to consider 
adoption of a General Plan 
amendment involving Santa 
Ynez Valley bikeways.

Energy, 
colonial style 


There were no energy shor­ 
tages facing Americans two 
centuries ago when they 
depended on abundant natural 
resources and ingenuity as their 
greatest sources of power. 
Before the development of 
mass production, most metal 
objects came handforged from 
the blacksmith, right, who 
required a large and constant 
supply of coal since a steady 
temperature had to be main­ 
tained. Tedious labor of 
candlemaking. far right, may 
have offered little excitement 
as a career then, but It was 
America's only method of 
lighting homes once night fell. 
The most intricately-detailed 
furniture came from the most 
primitive of tools, the spring 
lathe, below, and the ex­ 
perienced hands of an artisan. 
But they were not totally 
without developing some 
energy sources, water and wind 
among them. Windmills often 
provided the muscle to power 
mills and huge sawblades. At 
day's end, the windmill’s huge 
sails were "furled." or secured, 
below center, to prevent 
useless wear on its mechanical 
parts. But more than anything 
else, the 18th century’s primary 
source of energy, as evident by 
the dedicated craftsman at 
work with mallet and chisel, 
was none other than ... man.

Viet refugee wins 
fashion scholarship 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Nghi Van Nguyen, 19, a Viet­ 
namese refugee with no formal 
training in fashion design, won 
a $2,500 scholarship with the 
Fashion Institute and praise 
from movie costume designer 
Edith Head. 
" I have always been interest­ 
ed in design," Nghi said. "But 
before I won the contest I would 
not be able to go to school until 
January 1977.” 
Nghi, his mother, four broth­ 
ers and two sisters fled Da 
Nang during the Communist 
takeover and lived at Camp 
Pendleton Marine Base for 
more than six months until they 
were sponsored by a San Diego 
woman. 
A high school student in San 
Diego. Nghi has studied paint­ 
ing and drawing but no design. 
The contest, with more than 500 
entrants, also offered a study 
tour in Europe. 
"In Vietnam we didn’t have 
much fashion designing," he 
said. "Most of the clothes are 
brought from Europe.Vietnam 
doesn’t have a fashion design 


school. We learn by ourselves 
and frbm other designers." 
"This boy has done original 
designs that are straight, pure 
fashion." said Oscar-winning 
designer Edith Head. " I was 
impressed.” 
Nghi and his brother, Khiem, 
21, want to go into business 
together designing clothes for 
men and women, particularly 
sportswear.

Fathers special to infants, too 


ST. LOUIS (U PI) - A Har­ 
vard research team has con­ 
firmed what a lot of fathers 
have suspected for a long time 
t infants can differentiate 
between fathers and mothers as 
early as four weeks and respond 
to each parent in a special way. 
The study, reported by Dr. 
Michael W. Yogman at a 
meeting of pediatric resear­ 
chers. used second-by-secood 
analysts of videotaped meetings 
between five healthy first-born 
infants and their fathers, 
mothers and strangers. 
The 
babies were brought to the 
meetings for the first time 
when they were 10 days old and 
then came in twice a week for 
six months. Perched in an in­ 
fant seat, the child was con­ 
fronted first by the mother, 
then the father, and finally a 
stranger, all appearing from 
behind a curtain. 
Casual viewing of the video­ 
tape gives a distinct impression 
which is backed by a statistical 
analysis of the sessions: in­ 
fants, based on their vocaliza­ 
tions. facial expressions and 
body movements, react differ­ 
ently with the three groups. The 
differences show up as early as 
four weeks and definitely are 
apparent at eight weeks. 
Yogman said infants frowned 
and cried with fathers and 
mothers less than 25 per cent as 
much as they did with 
strangers The infants smiled 
more with mothers than with 
fathers but more with fathers 


than with strangers 
Smiling wasn't the only sign 
that an infant was morecomfor- 
table with his parents than with 
a stranger. The child played 
physical and verbal games with 
his mother and father, but with 
a stranger there wafs an 
awkwardness on both sides, 
with neither able to pick up the 
tentative cues offered by the 
other 
—> 
- * / 
The study team concluded 
that although mothers may be 
the primary caretakers for an 
infant, fathers play an impor­ 
tant and supplemental role 
from a much earlier age than is 
sometimes believed. 
"It disputes the notion that 
fathers have to wait until a 
child is 2 years old to get in­ 
volved, until the child is talking 
and running around," Yogman 
said. " I don’t think fathers and 
infants believed this anyway." 
Yogman said researchers are 
beginning to find out that in­ 


fants are much more sophis­ 
ticated than anyone had thought 
before. 


"Parents see infants as ac­ 
tive participants who shape 
parents as much as parents 
shape infants.” Yogman said. 
"Parents know this, but our 
culture doesn’t generally sup­ 
port it." 


He cited the tradition of the 
Mayan Indian culture, where he 
said the mother holds a baby 
close to protect him from the 
world, while the father takes 
the baby up to the mountaintop 
to show him the world is his. 


"Our speculation is that the 
father may fill a role that the 
mother can’t fill," Yogman 
said, "and the pediatrician can 
help clarify the role of each 
parent. to minimize the stres­ 
ses and conflicts involved in 
raising a child."

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Ford, Reagan trade delegate switch claim 


United Press International 
President Ford may pick up 
most of Mississippi's 30conven­ 
tion votes as a result of the 
delegation leader’s switch to 
him from Ronald Reagan. But 
Reagan's forces counter with 
claims they have eroded Ford’s 
strength in Pennsylvania. 
The two states currently are 
center stage in the battle for 
the Republican presidential 
nomination. In both cases. 
Reagan's announcement that he 
wants Sen. Richard Schweiker, 
R-Pa.. as his running mate 
makes the difference. 
Reagan has lost at least four 


delegates since picking 
Schweiker. and may lose more 
in the conservative South. But 
surveys in the Far West showed 
the Californian’s support hold­ 
ing firm despite open unhappi­ 
ness over Schweiker by many of 
the delegates. 
A better picture of the Penn­ 
sylvania situation emerges to­ 
day when the 103-member 
delegation caucuses on Capitol 
Hill, talks to Schweiker. and 
visits the White House to meet 
with Ford in late afternoon. 
Meanwhile, in Plains. Ga., 
Jimmy Carter and his Demo­ 
cratic running mate Sen. 


Walter Mondale got a foreign 
policy briefing from CIA Direc­ 
tor George Bush, and scheduled 
an end today to their four days 
of intensive issues studies in 
various fields. 
After completing the econom­ 
ic session Wednesday. Carter 
outlined some of his goals, 
which include reducing infla­ 
tion to 4 per cent a year and 
stabilizing the economic growth 
rate at 4 to 6 per cent annually. 
Schweiker claimed Wednes­ 
day he has converted six Ford 
delegates to Reagan in Pennsyl­ 
vania and “ in excess” of 13 
others have moved from Ford 


to the uncommitted column. 
Drew Lewis, Ford’s Pennsyl­ 
vania chairman, discounted the 
claim and asked Schweiker to 
name the delegates to back up 
his statements. 
XJPI shows 80 votes for Ford, 
eight for Reagan and 15 uncom­ 
mitted in Pennsylvania. 
Mississippi was once consid­ 
ered strong Reagan territory 
but a survey by U PI of 54 of the 
60 delegates, who will cast half 
votes at the convenion. showed 
a surge of Ford strength there. 
Ford had Only 3 of the 30 Mis­ 
sissippi votes in an earlier U PI 
survey, but jumped to 12Mi in 


the latest tally. His total could 
go higher as a result of the 
Wednesday night announce­ 
ment by leader Clarke Reed 
that he has decided to support 
Ford instead of Reagan. 


Reagan, who had 24 in the 
earlier count.now showed up 
with only 9. There were 5*4 un­ 
committed. and 6 delegates 
representing 3 votes couldn't be 
reached. 


Both Ford and Reagan have 
scheduled trips to Mississippi in 
personal efforts to woo the 
delegates. Ford Friday and 


Reagan next Wednesday. 


In its nationwide delegate 
count. U PI showed Ford at 
1,119, or 11 short of the number 
needed for nomination. Reagan 
had 1.028 and there were 112 un­ 
committed. 


Mississippi's votes were 
counted as all uncommitted by 
UPI since neither candidate 
had a majority of the delegates. 
A majority is needed to invoke 
the state’s unit rule — under 
which the delegates have 
agreed to cast their votes as a 
bloc for one candidate.

FRESNO. Calif. (U P I) - 
Four staff members of the 
Fresno Bee newspaper may be 
sentenced Friday to indetermi­ 
nate jail sentences for refusing 
to reveal a news source. 
The newsmen have exhausted 
their court appeals, and their 
only chance to escape jail ap­ 
pears to be to reveal the source 
of news story. They insist they 
will not do it. 
Claiming immunity under the 
California shield law, which 
protects newsmen from reveal­ 
ing their sources, are Bee 
Managing editor George 
Gruner, reporters William K. 
Patterson and Joe Rosato, and 
former City Editor James H. 
Bort Jr., now in charge of com­ 
plaints and comments from 
readers. 
The case began in November, 
1974. Superior Court Judge 
Denver Peckinpah sealed a 
Fresno County Grand Jury 
transcript involving bribery 
charges against Fresno City 
Councilman Marc Stefano and 
developer Julius Aluisi. The 
judge also placed a gag order on 
all officers of the court. 
(Stefano later was acquitted in 
a trial held outside Fresno 
County but Aluisi was convic­ 
ted). 
The Bee obtained copies of 
the transcript and printed por­ 
tions in January of 1975. 
Peckinpah called Rosato. 
Patterson and Gruner into' 
court and demanded to know 
where they got the information. 
The newsmen cited the shield 


law but Peckinpah replied “ the 
legislature cannot declare that 
certain acts by the court shall 
not constitute a contempt when 
the acts involve the inherent 
power of the courts to protect 
their sources.” 
Peckinpah bcame further in­ 
censed when it was learned 
Patterson had a master key to 
the courthouse provided by a 
security guard and had used it 
routinely to gain entry to the 
building to use the courthouse 
press room at odd hours. 
The key was turned over to 
the court and the newsmen 
later testified the transcript in­ 
formation was not provided by 
officers of the court. Peckinpah 
was not satisfied. 
Later. Bort was called in and 
also refused to reveal the news 
source 
Peckinpah sentenced the four 
to indeterminate jail sentences 
on a total of 73 contempt cita­ 
tions until they revealed the in­ 
formation. Imposition of the 
sentences was delayed to allow 
an appeal to the U S Supreme 
Court 
That court last month refused 
to hear the case and sentencing 
on the contempt charges was 
set for Friday. There are 18 
contempt citations against 
Rosato. 17 against Patterson. 5 
against Gruner and 15 against 
Bort. 


Peckinpah since has retired, 
and Superior Court Judge Hollis 
Best will sit at the Friday hear­ 
ing. 
Move launched to 
promote Washington 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
There’s a move afoot in 
Congress to promote George 
Washington to General of the 
Armies — something President 
John Adams refused to do in 
Washington’s lifetime — so he 
won’t be outranked by so many 
officers. 
But sponsors admitted their 
action won’t add much luster to 
the reputation of the man 
known as the father of his 
country 
A House Armed Services sub­ 
committee voted unanimously 
W ednesday to prom ote 
Washington, who held the rank 
of lieutenant general at the 
time of his death. 
The action was taken with 
Pentagon approval after Rep. 
Marie Biaggi. D-N Y.. author of 
the bill, said “ scores of 
military men outrank George 
Washingtoir. a fact ofr history, 
which at long last must be cor­ 
rected.” 
If passed by Congress — 
almost a certainty in a 
Bicentennial and election year 
— Washington would share the 
title with World War I hero 
Gen. John Pershing, who was so 
promoted by Congress in 1919. 
Pentagon officials said the ti­ 
tle is higher than the five-star 
General of the Army ranks 
given eight other Americans — 
Civil War Gens Ulysses S 
Grant. William Tecumseh Sher­ 
man and Philip Sheridan, and 
World War II Gens George 


Marshall. Dwight D 
Eisen­ 
hower. Douglas MacArthur. H. 
H "Hap” Arnold, and Omar 
Bradlev. 


Bradley is the only living 
five-star general. 


Biaggi said Washington al 
most received the honor during 
his lifetime when the 5th 
Congress approved his promo­ 
tion as General erf the Armies, 
with the stipulation it would be 
his alone 


"However, in a quirk of 
history. President John Adams 
never made the necessary ap­ 
pointment.’’ Biaggi said, 
“ ...and George Washington died 
with the rank of lieutenant 
general ” 
Biaggi said in this Bicentenni­ 
al year. Congress already has 
honored Thomas Jefferson end 
restored citiz en sh ip to 
confederate Gen. Robert E 
Lee He said Washington also 
should be honored because he 
“ valued his positions as officer 
and commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces equally with his 
position as president ”

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Some medical researchers now 
believe cancer tumors thrive on 
high fat diets and it may be pos­ 
sible to treat (hem ... by ‘‘star­ 
ving” them out. 
Gio B Gori of the National 
Cancer Institute said Wednes­ 
day recent experiments raised 
the intriguing possibility of us­ 
ing nutrition as a direct form of 
cancer therapy. He said tumors 
compete for nutrients in the 
body and their nutritional needs 
differ from those of the “host.” 
Other witnesses at a Senate 
Select Committee on Nutrition 
and Human Needs investigation 
of the effects of diet on cancer 
and heart disease generally 
agreed that both nutritional 
deficiencies and excesses play 
a key role in cancer, particular­ 
ly tumors of the colon, stomach 
and breast. 


it appears that it may be 
possible to adjust available 
nutrients in the host so that the 
host may be fed and the tumor 
may be starved.” said Gori. 
deputy director of the in­ 
stitute's division of cancer 
cause and prevention 


His statement said there is a 
“ worldwide correlation” be­ 
tween colon cancer and fat con­ 
sumption — with mortality 
rates high in such high meat­ 
consuming countries as the 
United States. Scotland and 
Canada, and lower in Japan and 
Chile where red meat is not an 
important part of the diet. 
Seventh Day Adventists and 
Mormons, who eat less fat and 
meat than others living in the 
same areas, also show lower 
rates of colon and breast 
cancer.Gori said 
Ernst L. Wynder of the 
American Health Foundation 
said colon cancer was relative­ 
ly rare in Japan until the 
japanese began consuming 
more fat and cholesterol. 
“ Colon cancer is also rapidly 
increasing among Japanese 
migrants to the United States, 
and again this finding is consis­ 
tent with the adoption of 
American eating habits.” he 
said. 
He said a similar situation ex­ 
isted with breast cancer among 
women — the disease relatively 
rare in Japan but increasing 
among Japanese-Americans. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House select committee on mis­ 
sing persons in Southeast Asia, 
scheduled to go out of business 
Sept. 11. wants another three 
months of life to prevent the 
MIA problem from becoming 
an issue in the presidential 
campaign. 


The comtnittee decided to ask 
the House for a three-months 
extension, and Rep. G. V. 
Montgomery. D-Miss., chair­ 
man. said in a statement 
Wednesday the move is intend­ 
ed to by-pass the November 
election 
He indicated the 
final report — showing the com­ 
mittee failed to locate some 
1.000 missing military and 
civilian personnel — cquld 
become a political issue if it is 
issued during the campaign. 
Montgomery is already at 
odds with some other members 


of the panel after telling the an­ 
nual convention of Families of 
MIA's that he is now convinced 
the missing Americans are 
dead. His statement drew 
criticism from many members 
of the convention as well as 
from fellow com m ittee 
members. 
He said Wednesday, however, 
that the panel wants extra time 
to continue taks with Vietnam 
officials and is hoping for such 
a meeting after the November 
elections. 


Hughes judge ill 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. (UPI) - 
The Probate Court judge 
charged with straightening out 
the many ‘‘wills” of Howard 
Hughes was hospitalized Tues­ 
day for a kidney ailment, post­ 
poning a hearing on the 
“ Mormon will.” 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
Silvery-leafed desert holly, ad­ 
mired by Southwest residents 
for its fight to beautify a stark, 
arid environment, is being 
smothered by Los Angeles 
smog drfting into the plant’s 
native Death Valley. 
A scientific study released 
here Wednesday showed the 
holly may be in danger of ex­ 
tinction in some areas because 
of high ozone pollution. 
Biology student Frank Fisher 
•conducted the study for the 
National Park Resources Stu­ 
dies Unit at the Univerity of 
Nevada-Las Vegas. It showed 
air pollution moved more than 
160 miles from Los Angeles to 
Death Valley and appeared to 
be killing the fragile desert hol­ 
ly plants. 
Fisher, assigned to determine 
why desert holly was on the 
decline, said he traced the 
cause to high levels of ozone in 


the air during summer months. 
He said during August the ozone 
level in Death Valley is twice 
the national standard for plant 
survival. 
He said the desert holly — 
native to Death Valley, south­ 
ern Nevada and parts of 
Arizona — may be in danger of 
extinction in the Death Valley 
Area. 
“ It's hard to predict a thing 
like that, but plant life in the 
desert has a delicate balance. 
The plants have to be tough to 
live in that environment, but at 
the same time, they are living 
under stressed conditions,” he 
said. 
Desert holly is a small brittle 
bush that ranges from six in­ 
ches to three feet in height and 
has pointed, silvery-white 
leaves 
“ During the summer months 
the plant is under stressed con­ 
ditions because of the shortage 


of water and at this time the 
ozone level is particulrly 
dangerous to the plant.” said 
Fisher. He said laboratory 
studies proved high levels of 
ozone combined with water 
shortage resulted in the death 
of the plant. 
“ I think it is shocking,” said 
Charles Douglas. UNLV biology 
professor and unit leader for 
the National Park Resources 
Studies. 
“ The plant is being killed by 
ozone pollution of the kind that 
usually comes from auto ex­ 
haust and while we can’t prove 
100 per cent that this is coming 
from Los Angeles,” he said, 
“ where the hell else could it 
come from?” 
Death Valley is virtually 
closed to tourist traffic during 
hot summer months when the 
ozone couht is the highest, the 
study showed. 
“ There are days when you 


can stand in the high country of 
the valley and see the smog 
moving in. It’s frightening 
when you consider that the 
pollution from 200 miles away 
is killing the plant.” said 
Douglas. 
Fisher said he could offer no 
solution to the problem since 
Death Valley. Nevada and 
Arizona are the only areas in 
the United States where desert 
holly grows in a dominant com­ 
munity. 
“ The desert just doesn’t 
recover from physical dama­ 
ges ” he said. “ There are still 
tracks out there made by wagon 
trains.”

Transportation plan 
urges higher taxes 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
California motorists should pay 
higher gasoline taxes and motor 
vehicle fees to finance their fair 
share of highway costs, the 
preliminary draft of a state 
transportation plan says 
The proposed plan, written by 
a task force of the state 
Business and Transportation 
Agency, was submitted to the 
state Transportation Board 
Wednesday. It will be subject to 
revision following board hear­ 
ings in the fall. 
One major recommendation 
contained in the plan suggested 
that Diamond Lane-type pro­ 
jects. where highway lanes are 
reserved for exclusive use of 
buses and car pools, be estab­ 
lished statewide 
The plan concluded highway- 
automobile transportation, fi­ 
nanced through gas taxes and 
motor vehicle fees, does not 
pay its full share of costs at­ 
tributed to it. 
It suggested the imposition of 
new taxes and fees “ which 
more nearly approximates the 
true cost of using a highway. 
“ All highway use appears to 
be underpriced because of 
pollution, congestion, construc­ 
tion costs and other effects, but 
peak period travel is particular­ 


ly underpriced." it said 
If feasible, the plan said, peak 
hour users of highways should 
pay a specific user fee because 
peak users contribute the most 
to demands for new highway 
construction. 
“The state ha* accepted the 
responsibility of providing 
highway capacity for peak hour 
travel even though 
the 
majority of travel if for local 
trip s ." the plan said. 
“ Consequently, only 7 per cent 
of the state highway system 
that represent over $15 billion 
investment is fully utilized for 
about 10 hours a week.” 
The plan suggested statewide 
use of Diamond Lanes as a 
means of reducing peak rush 
hour use of highways and en­ 
couraging increased occupan­ 
cy of cars. 
The Diamond Lane experi­ 
ment on the Santa Monica 
Freeway in Los Angeles has 
been criticized by some who 
contend it increases traffic con­ 
gestion in the remaining lanes. 
The plan is being written to 
succeed a more highway- 
oriented plan drawn up during 
the Reagan administration but 
tossed out by the Transporta­ 
tion Board at the request of the 
Brown administration. 


Rural assemblyman 
hits wage increase 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
rural assemblyman says the 
decision to increase the state 
minimum wage to $2.50 per 
hour and require that overtime 
be paid farm workers will hurt 
agriculture and eliminate need­ 
ed jobs 
Assemblyman Eugene Chap­ 
pie. R-Roseville. Wednesday 
also said he will “ soon” in­ 
troduce legislation to repeal the 
action taken Tuesday by the 
state Industrial Welfare Com­ 
mission 


Chappie said the action will 
“ knock 
already-reeling 
farmers for a loop and effec­ 
tively cut jobs that are in short 
supply This shortsighted deci­ 
sion is going to hurt agriculture 
and the very people it’s sup­ 
posed to help — minorities, 
youngsters and the poor." 
Under the newly adopted 
commission rules, which take 
effect in October, farm workers 
will be eligible for overtime 
after 10 hours of work in one 
day and 60 hours in one week.

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FBI has cleaned up 
its act, agent says

The FBI has cleaned up its 
act. 
According to senior resident 
agent Leo Bailey at FBI field 
office in Santa Maria, the 
bureau's past acts of transgres­ 
sion are just that, in the past. 
Burglaries? 
“ We re not involved in that. 
You've got to remember the 
tone of those times. There were 
riots and bombings. It was a 
judgment thing.'* said Bailey 
who seemed more like a sym­ 
pathetic tax assessor than a 25- 
year veteran G-man who loves 
his work and the bureau. 
*We don’t call it that We call 
it 
su rrep titio u s 
en try ,” 
clarified John Morrison, the 
FBI's media relations man 
from Los Angeles who sat in on 
the interview 
He looked every bit of a no 
nonsense federal law enforce­ 
ment officer — tall, athletic, 
thin lipped, formidable. 
Do you do wiretapping out of 
this office? 
‘Y es," responded Bailey, 


"We sure as hell do." 
But all wiretaps are done 
with permission of the court, 
noted Morrison. 
A visitor has to ring a 
doorbell to gain entry into the 
field office on the second floor 
of the post office on W. Cypress. 
Inside there are 10 revolver 
toting agents working at desks. 
AS can be imagined, a man 
must possess special qualifica­ 
tions to become an FBI agent. 
He has to be between 23 and 35 
years old with a degree in law. 
accounting or physical science, 
in excellent physical condition 
and have no defects which 
would interfere with him using 
firearms and participating in 
raids, dangerous assignments 
or defensive tactics. 
He must be a U.S. citizen, 
available for general and 
special assignment wherever 
and whenever their services 
are needed in the U.S. or Puerto 
Rico and not color blind. 
Still, noted Morrison, FBI 
agents are not so unique that 
they are inhuman. 
"We are people too. We pick 
people from the public to be 
agents." he said. 
This is the truth, confirmed 
Bailey. His agents are like 
other people. They skin dive, 
fish, camp and golf on their off 
duty hours. They even play on 
local softball and basketball 
leagues. 
But when they are off duty 
"we expect them to conduct 
themselves in a moral man­ 
ner." the senior agent said. 
On duty, the Santa Maria 
based agents, under the super­ 
vision of Bailey, are responsi- 
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ble for the area from Camp 
Roberts in San Luis Obispo to 
Santa Ynez Valley and Lompoc. 
Three agents cover the San 
Luis Obispo area; two are as­ 
signed to Vandenberg AFB; 
two are assigned to FCI; and 
two take the remaining Santa 
Barbara territory. 
Their job is to investigate 
violations of over 180 federal 
laws — from theft of govern­ 
ment property at Vandenberg 
to murder at FCI to a bank rob­ 
bery in Santa Maria. 
In 1975, the field office 
bagged 52 fugitives while some 
169 persons were convicted 
through their investigations. 
The morale is high at the 
Santa M aria FBI o ffice, 
reported Bailey who sees "no 
change" in local public senti­ 
ment toward the bureau since 
news stories and senate in­ 
vestigations revealed dubious 
and sometimes unlawful acts 
committed by the FBI. 
The acts include opening mail 
without a court order and con­ 
ducting sm ear cam paigns 
against influential Americans 
like Martin Luther King. 
How much the tv program 
The FBI Story" had to do with 
preserving the good reputation 
of the bureau Bailey didn’t 
mention. He did comment that 
the program is a "fantastic" 
public relations tool. 
Morrison offered that "The 
FBI Story" was “an excellent 
example of the type of work we 
became involved in.” 
"Of course." he said. “ We 
don’t solve a case in 45 minutes 
like thev do on tv."

Utility bills send 


family underground 


FARMINGTON. 111. (UPI) - 
Andrew Davis, fed up with the 
high cost of utility bills, has 
decided to move his family into 
a cave. 
Davis, a 47-year-old electri­ 
cian in this central Illinois town 
of some 400 persons, said he 
first started thinking about liv­ 
ing in a cave two years ago. He 
decided to go ahead with plans 
to build one last winter when he 
got a 8167 heating bill one 
month and heard of the con­ 
struction of a nuclear power 
plant nearby. 
"I just decided to go un­ 
derground to get away from all 
that," he said. 
Davis, who has a wife and 
five of nine children living at 
home, bought two lots against a 
hillside a few blocks from his 
present home and began digg­ 
ing last spring. 
, The cave house, which has at­ 
tracted hundreds of spectators, 
is 12 feet underground and con­ 
sists of a large living room with 


fireplace, kitchen, three 
bedrooms, a den and two baths 
— one with a sauna. 
"I’m constructing it out of 
concrete and rocks,’’ Davis 
said. "About the middle of Oc­ 
tober I’ll be done. In my opi­ 
nion, I think it’s the only way to 
go with the way the fuel bills 
are anymore.” 


He said the cave will remain 
a constant 58 degrees. 


"As far a heating and cooling, 
that’s no problem," he said. 
"I’m going to have a fireplace 
and a circulating fan and I’ll 
circulate the heat through the 
rest of the rooms through the 
fireplace. That’s going to be the 
only heating cost. I’ll get my 
fresh air from a double-lined 
flue in the fireplace. 


"In the summer if the house 
gets stale, I can turn the fan on 
and ¡kill fresh air down from 
the top."

Ford seeks to keep ATT from 


turning over wiretap records 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ad­ 
ministration lawyers asked a 
federal judge today to agree 
with President Ford that turn­ 
ing telephone company records 
of national security wiretaps 
over to Congress would involve 
an "unacceptable risk." 
President Ford had personal­ 
ly called for a court test of the 
power of the House interstate 
and foreign commerce subcom­ 
mittee to obtain the "sensitive” 
records by subpoena from the 
American Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co.. despite a presiden­ 
tial order stating they were 
covered by executive privilege. 


U.S. District Judge Oliver 
Gasch took the case under ad­ 
visement after argumens were 
completed and will decide later 
whether to issue an injunction 
prohibiting ATT from comply­ 
ing with a subpoena. Assistant 
Attorney General Rex Lee 
argued today that House rules 
automatically would give 435 
House members and their aides 
access to the secret documents, 
regardless of subcommittee 


claims they would be kept in 
air-tight security. 
Lee said Ford decided for this 
reason that giving the records 
to the subcommittee headed by 
Rep. John Moss. D-Calif., 
would be an "unacceptable 
risk " 
Ford ordered ATT not to 
comply with a subcommittee 
subpoena. When ATT decided to 
comply anyway, the Justice 
Department persuaded Gasch 
last week to issue a temporary 
restraining order. 
Subcommittee attorney Jo­ 
seph Hassett said Lee was ask­ 
ing the court to rule in effect 
that members of Congress were 
"less sensitive to the needs erf 
the country" than executive 
branch officials, FBI agents 
and large numbers of ATT 
employes who of necessity have 
seen the secret documents in 
the course of setting up the 
foreign surveillance wiretaps. 


Hassett said the power to tap 
telephones of private citizens is 
a "power too great to be left in 
the hands of one branch of 


government." 


The subcommittee wants to 
check whether the wiretaps ac­ 
tually involved foreign es­ 
pionage and were legitimately 
exempt from court authoriza­ 
tions required for all domestic 
wiretaps Ford tried in vain to 
persuade Moss to accept 
"edited memos” instead of the 
ATT documents.

in big bout tonight 


MONTREAL (UPI) — First it was the 
Russians who came along and destroyed 
the myth of American invincibility. Hard 
as it was to accept, at least there was the 
consolation that the Soviet Union is a 
bigger country. 
Now East Germany has emerged, and 
when the current Olympic Games end 
Sunday, the likelihood is that the United 
States won t even be second best. And 
what is worse East Germany is just 
about the size of Ohio with a population 
of less than 17 million people. 
If anything can save the U.S. from fall­ 
ing down another notch on the inter­ 
national ladder, it will only come as the 
result of a superb effort by the boxers. 
Seven of them advanced to today's 
semifinals in the Maurice Richard 
Arena, assuring America of seven more 
medals. 
In what should be the most exciting 
matchup of the day. Big John Tate goes 
against Cuba’s Teofilo Stevenson, who is 
seeking to become the first man to win 


the Olympic heavyweight title twice. 
Tate, a bruising 6-4, 225-pounder from 
Knoxville, Tenn., pulled out a split deci­ 
sion over 6-5, 238-pound Peter Hussing of 
West Germany Wednesday night. 


Despite the haul of boxing medals, it 
will be difficult to overcome what has 
turned into a debacle for the U.S. forces 
in track and field. 
Typical of the American ineptitude 
was Wednesday’s performance. TTiey 
managed a single bronze medal in five 
events. That came when Willie Daven­ 
port. a 33-year-old marvel appearing in 
his fourth Olympics, was third behind 
Guy Drut of France in the 110-meter hur­ 
dles. 


Meanwhile, East German women won 
two m ore golds W ednesday with 
Rosemarie Ackerman taking the high 
jump with a leap of 6 feet, 4 inches, and 
Baerbel Eckert the 200 meters in 22.38 
seconds The Germans also picked up two 
bronze medals. 
Games flame profaned 


MONTREAL (UPI) — Embarassed Olympic Organizing Committee (COJO) of­ 
ficials Wednesday explained how the Games' sacred flame was profaned by a 
workman's cigarette lighter. 
The tradition-laden “eternal” flame was extinguished Tuesday by water from a 
rain gutter above the flame which became overloaded during a thunderstorm. 
Workman Pierre Bouchard, unaware he was dealing with a sacred flame lit on 
Mount Olympus in Greece July 13 by high priestess Maria Mouschouliou, simply 
whipped out his lighter and ignited the olive oil in the Olympic urn. 
But higher-ups in COJO realized this practical solution was not good enough. They 
put the flame out again and sent an urgent summons to Andre Combe, identified as 
head pyrotechnist for the Olympics. 
Firemaker Combe then relit the symbol using a back-up flame lit in Ottawa July 15 
by Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau and guaranteed to be an authentic Olympian 
blaze.

Joining Tate in victory Wednesday 
were brothers Leon and Michael Spinks 
of St. Louis, both (») unanimous deci­ 
sions. Leon, a light heavyweight, mauled 
Ottomar Sachse of East Germany and 
Michael, a middleweight, won over 
Poland’s Pyszard Pasiewiz after knock­ 
ing him down with a crunching right to 
the head in the second round. 
However, the perfect day in the ring 
was ruined when welterweight Clint 
Jackson, the Pan Am champion from 
Nashville. Tenn., lost a 3-2 decision to 
Pedro Gamarro of Venezuela. 
Willie Davenport, after saving the U.S. 
from a complete medal washout in the 
main Olympic stadium Wednesday, 
agreed that something had to be done if 
America ever is to emerge again as the 
world track leader.

In another glamor event. Cuba's 
Alberto Juantorena will attempt to 
become the first man to complete a dou­ 
ble of the 800 and 400 meters Juantorena 
won the 800 in a world record time of 
1:43 50 on Saturday and has the fastest 
400 time in the world this year of 44.70 
Representing the U S in the 400 will be 
Maxie Parks.

Stones blasted the Organizing Commit­ 
tee, saying: “I don’t like the French 
Canadians because they have screwed up 
the whole Olympics. They had six years 
to build a stadium and they still haven’t 
finished it. The whole park is unreal. The 
grass is dangerous and if you run on it, 
you risk getting shin splints or a sprained 
ankle. 
“I think it’s rude of the French Cana­ 
dians. They have done a bum job and 
they deserve to get criticized for it. 
“I was here in March for an indoor 
meet, and they screwed that up, too. At 
that time I went out to the Olympic 
village, and before returning home. I 
made a plane reservation for last week 
— the one I used to go home this time and 
get myself ready for the Olympics,” he 
said. 
Stones said he simply couldn't stand 
living in an apartment with 11 other ath­ 
letes for two weeks while waiting for his 
event, one of the last in track and field. 
"On top of that, the food here is 
lousy.” he said. 
“In fact, the whole village is lousy. 
They didn’t plan it right and they are 
running it even worse. Who could blame 
anyone for not wanting to train here All 
they have is one training track, and it's a 
terrible one.*’ he said. 
“In Munich there were four training 
tracks and everyone got in his work 
without being hassled by somone else. 
“The fact they have gotten a couple of 
world records already in track and field 
is a tribute to the athletes and no one in 
Montreal should be trying to take credit 
for it.” he said. 
On other subjects. Stones, who 
seemingly has an opinion on everything 
and isn’t bashful about expressing it, 
said: 
—“Politics took over these Olympics 
because the Canadians let it happen. In 
fact, they started it.” 
—“ Another reason I went home was to 
have a normal sex life. How could you 
bring a date home in the village to an 
apartment with 11 guys watching'’’* 


—“ Wilkins was misunderstood by the 
press He was mad at the U S Olympic 
Committee, which let me. Bill Jankunis 
and Frank Shorter go home without a 
hassle but pushed Mac around When he 
talked after winning his event (discus), 
he lumped the USOC and the United 
States together."

Calif., enters the tournament 
as the defending champion and a well- 
respected player on the PGA tour. 
Just a year ago Maltbie was unknown 
Then he won the Quad Cities Open and 
staged a final-round rush to win Pleas­ 
ant Valley's first-place prize the follow­ 
ing week 
His reputation as a blythe spirit also 
surfaced after he lost his 140.000 win­ 
ner's check in a Worcester bar. 
The mustachioed and bespectacled 
Maltbie. who had another check issued to 
replace the lost money, has been one of 
the tour's most consistent performers 
this season He has won one tournament 
and has compiled $115,946 in earnings, 
thanks to clutch shotrnaking. 
“There are two basic fears which keep 
some players from winning out here." 
Maltbie said this week as he surveyed 
the par 71. 7,119 yard course. "First, the 


fear ot succeeding and being forced into 
the limelight; and the fear of failure. 
“One thing about me: I'm not afraid to 
fall flat on my tail. I've been brought up 
in,a win-oriented society.” 
Among the 165 professionals trying to 
prevent Maltbie from become the first 
two-time winner in the 10-year history of 
the tournament. Ben Crenshaw is con­ 
sidered the chief competition. Crenshaw, 
the 24-year-old former NCAA champion, 
leads the PGA tour with $190,401 in earn­ 
ings. 
Hubert Green, whose three straight 
tour wins early in the year helped make 
him the second leading money maker 
with $188,979. and Lee Elder, who has 
twice finished second here, are also 
given good chances to win. 
Five other former winners including 
Bruce Devlin. Dave Stockton, Lanny 
Wadkins. Vic Regalado and Tom Shaw 
also will be in the field that will be cut to 
about 75 players after the second round 
But if the tournament goes true to past 
form, a little-known golfer will bolt from 
the pack on the final day to make the

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Athletes flock to rejected doc 
The Pied Piper 


MONTREAL (U PI) — Antigua, you could say, 
is here on a pass. 
The friendly little island of 65,000 in the Carib­ 
bean probably hever would’ve made it to the 
Olympics, its first ever, had it not been for con­ 
tributions by private companies. 
Antigua reminds you of that line Pete Rose 
uses. As a kid, he says, his family was so poor 
that his sister was made in Japan, 
Same thing with Antigua. It doesn’t even have 
its own Olympic pin. It wouldn’t have uniforms 
either if not for the money put up by those com­ 
panies. 


Closest Antigua’s 10 athletes have come to a 
medal is anytime some of the other countries’ 
winners have let them look at one, yet if it 
wasn't for Antigua, these Olympic Games 
could’ve easily come apart. 
Ask the Olympic athletes. They’ll give it to 
you straight. 
What they’U tell you is that m ore than anyone 
else, one man kept them competing here, 
prevented th an in many cases from dropping 
out of the games, and the man they mean is An­ 
tigua's team doctor. 
He uses no contraptions, no witch’s brew, no 
drugs, all he uses is his two good hands and some 
common sense, and the miraculous results Dr. 
Leroy Perry of Pasadena, Calif., achieves with 
them cannot possibly be believed without being 
seen. 


If you’re wondering what a California doctor is 
doing with Antigua and not the U.S. team, the 
answer is that Leroy Perry isn’t a medical doc­ 
tor. he’s a chiropractic doctor with special train­ 
ing in applied kinesiology, and as such, the U.S. 
Olympic Committee doesn’t want any part of 
him. 
Before the Olympics got under way, U.S. 
athletes got up a petition to haw Perry included 
on the medical staff that would take care of 
them here because many are his private patients 
in California and know how much he can help 
them. 
The athletes felt so strongly, they went to Sen. 
John Tunney (R-Cal.) asking his help, but in the 
end. Perry didn’t make it with the U.S. team. 
Most USOC officials are strait-laced. They dis­ 
couraged U.S. athletes from being treated by 
Perry here on the grounds he wasn’t a medical 
doctor, but the athletes paid no attention. They 
went to be treated by the 30-year-old Perry 
every day. 
In the discus throw alone, all three U.S. 
entrants, gold m edalist Mac Wilkins, bronze 
medalist John Powell and veteran Jay Silvester, 
came to him for help. Powell said he wouldn’t 
have been able to compete in Sunday’s final had 
it not been for Perry, who worked on him for 
more than two hours that same morning. 


After Wilkins won his gold medal, he ap­ 
preciated what Perry had done for him so much,

he gave him his discus. Sam Colson gave him his 
javelin, and when is the last time you ever heard 
of an an athlete giving anybody ANYTHING? 
Perry is the Pied Piper of the Olympics. He 
paid his own way over here, received nothing for 
treating any of the athletes and said he was hap­ 
py to do it. Athletes from 21 countries flocked to 
his room to be treated by him every day. 
An athlete would come hobbling into his room 
with a bad back, a pulled hamstring or maybe a 
neck problem, and it wouldn’t be long before he 
or she would walk out again, good as new, ready 
to compete. 
“To make it short, I never would’ve been able 
to run if not for Doc,’’ says Antigua sprinter 
Fred Sowerby. “John Akii-Bua said the same 
thing before he left here. Doc Perry has dne 
more than any one man to keep us athletes com­ 
peting in the Olympics. We call him ‘Doctor 
Magic Fingers.’” 
Of all those here, Tracy Sundlun, head co6ch 
of Antigua’s track and field team, knows Perry 
best. 
“He’s not God,’’ says Sundlun “What he knows 
can be learned by anyone—to a degree. But his 
greatest asset is his empathy and understanding. 
He simply goes all out for the athletes. He 
believes in them. I never had any faith in 
chiropractors but I’ve seen what he can do. I had 
asthma and I let him treat me. He cleared it up 
in one evening. I’ve become his biggest ad­ 
vocate."

The h e a rt 
pacemaker was 32 years in 
development. 
Dr. Rosen. 42. an astral 
p h y sic ist, is a u th o r of 
"Future Facts.” an optimistic 
book about the scientific and 
technological marvels coming, 
or already upon us. It’s subtitle 
is; "The Way Things Are Going 
to Work in the Future, in 
Science. Technology, Medicine 
and Life.” 
"There seemed to be a lot of 
pessimistic books about the 
future. ’ he said*'‘This is sort of 
an antidote. It’s also an an­ 
tidote to nostalgia. I don’t un­ 
derstand the nostalgia rage and 
why society every so often 
looks back. 
"Some people have argued 
that it's a sign of decline of a 
civilization when we start 
thinking about the past more 
than the future.” 
Future Facts looks at the 
future, both near and far, in 
segments and item by item 
from scientific wonders to find 
and cure diseases to transpor­ 
tation. communications and 
even the way we will perceive 
things.

"The flower children of the 
1960s are the young marrieds of 
the 1970s, some of them the 
formerly marrieds of the 1980s 
and the middle-age parents of 
the 90s. 
“ I t ’s a renewal and it 
challenges all the conventional 
wisdoms and sharpens and 
takes all the challenges to 
itself. And society gets better,” 
he said.

The High Executioner of Foreign Aid 


Four rare political birds 


NEW YORK - After the feast of love, 
harmony and sweet good will that the 
Democrats put on it is almost a relief to 
find the old politics of fang and claw still 
at work. 
Fittingly it is here in New York that 
the mayhem so familiar in past skir­ 
mishes is on the boards. 
Four candidates are 
fig h tin g 
fo r 
th e 
Democratic nomina­ 
tion for a Senate seat 
and the privilege of 
running against Sen. 
Jam es B uckley, a 
Republican and a con­ 
servative. 
This disparate and 
hostile four make up a 
kind of political aviary 
ready at a moment’s 
notice to scratch out a 
rival’s eyes. 
The showiest of the lot, a peacock of 
sorts, is Daniel Patrick Moynihan, who 
created a national reputation for himself 
as delegate to the United Nations when 
he can e to the defense of Israel with a 
brav ra attack on the third world na­ 
tion f 
Having in theory at least returned to 
his 
*ofessorship at Harvard when he 
left the U.N.. Moynihan waited until it 
was certain that Jimmy Carter would be 
the Democratic nominee and would 
presumably unite the party before he an­ 
nounced for the Senate. 
The conventional wisdom is that 
because of his U N. performance, the 
massive Jewish vote in this city will be 
his with no more ado. By leading the as­ 
sault on the third world resolution 
equating Zionism with racism Moynihan. 
jvho had faithfully served President Nix­ 
on in the White House, won Jewish 
voters to the extent that when he under­ 
takes a cam paign stroll he is so 
overwhelmed by admirers as to make 
progress all but impossible. 
But on one p reviou s o cca sio n 
Moynihan showed himself to be a poor if 
an indifferent campaigner. With Rep. 
Bella Abzug as a rival he cannot take the 
Jewish vote for granted. She is a tireless 
campaigner with a voice that can carry 
the length of a football field without 
benefit of amplification. With her in­ 
evitable hat as her trademark, she is a 
rare bird who is currently demonstrating 
her money-raising ability. 
Ramsey Clark is a persistent game 
cock, a transplanted Texan who was 
Lyndon Johnson’s U.S. Attorney 
General. Although he lost his try for the 
Senate for New York two years ago. 
Clark cannot be ruled out this time With 
such a divided field a small loyal con­ 
stituency can carry the day and Clark 
has such a constituency growing out of 
his impassioned opposition to the Viet­ 
nam War. 
During a visit to Hanoi while the war 
was still raging he gave an interview 
carried on Hanoi radio that brought 
widespread criticism. He is the hero of 
the “ Amnesty Now” faction whose 
members give him the highest marks for 
his opposition to Vietnam. 
The candidate who got the official 
stamp of approval from the New York 
State Democratic organization is City 
Council President Paul O’Dwyer. 
O Dwyer in 1968 w as a d iscip le 
of Eugene McCarthy who in 1968 fought 
the nomination of Hubert Humphrey 
down to the last ditch 
O’Dwyer was the Democratic can­ 
didate for the Senate that year and it was 
not until the last day or two of the cam­ 
paign that he saw fit to give a few words 
of praise to Humphrey in the closest of 
contests with Nixon 
Incidentally, although the recent gala 
in Madison Square Garden gave not a 
sign of it. McCarthy is alive and well 
Despite restrictive and often archaic 
statuU s in tne several stales, he is battl­ 
ing to get his name on the presidential 
ballot. 
Bv one optimistic estimate he may 
succeed in giving the voters a third 
choice in as many as 48 states As a 
spoiler be could cut across the Carter- 
M on dale ticket in states where Mc­ 


Carthy’s liberalism is still a hopeful vi­ 
sion. 
Although O’Dwyer was given the of­ 
ficial organization nod. the names of the 
three other candidates were also ap­ 
proved for the primary ballot. But this 
did not apply to still another candidate, 
Abraham Hirschfeld, a wealthy busines­ 
sman. Hirschfeld is reported to be 
spending large chunks of his own money 
to get on the ballot by the petition route. 
As for Sen. Buckley who won the en­ 
dorsement of the Republican party, with 
even Vice President Nelson Rockefeller 
wishing him well he can only hope that 
these five contenders will kill each other 
off in September leaving him with a 
clear edge for re-election in November. 
But the big question is what the 
Republicans will do at their convention 
in Kansas City next month. If Ronald 
Reagan should win the presidential 
nomination or even if he should be 


chosen by President Ford for the No. 2 
spot. Buckley's position would be dif­ 
ficult if not impossible. 
He could not repudiate Reagan, the 
leader of the conservatives, although he 
would know full well that the Reagan 
name is anathema to liberal-to-moderate 
voters in this state. 


In that event a Jimmy Carter sweep 
could overwhelm the only mqmber of 
the Senate elected on a Conservative 
ticket. While he has not had exactly a 
distinguished record in the Senate, he is 
nevertheless a symbol supposedly of 
what Reagan is appealing for. 


It is a good show and it may even 
generate some humor as an offset to the 
solemn convention that the party held in 
Madison Square Garden. Certainly 
Moynihan can be counted on for good 
theater even though it may be a far cry 
from traditional politics.

WASHINGTON - In the cause of sav­ 
ing the taxpayers’ money, Rep. Otto Pas­ 
sman. D-La., has traveled to faraway 
countries and has told their respective 
potentates which companies they should 
do business with if they want U.S. aid. 
He has also told the U.S. officials, who 
disburse the aid, when to ship certain 
commodities and how 
much to ship. Our 
sources have been pre­ 
sent when Passman 
has called about an 
allocation, say. of rice 
to a needy country. 
“That’s not a good 
idea.” he has said. 
On other occasions, 
he has com plained 
about contracts to 
com panies that he 
doesn’t favor. Their 
bids, he has declared 
sternly, are “improper.” 
Government officials have often found 
it more expedient to accept his sugges­ 
tions than to risk losing their appropria­ 
tions. For the 77-year-old Passman is the 
Lord High Executioner in charge of cut­ 
ting foreign aid budgets in the House. 
His constant interventions with food 
shipments has aroused the curiosity of 
the Agriculture Department, State 
Department and the FBI. Indeed, the 
FBI is in v e stig a tin g P a s s m a n 's 
relationship with the companies that 
have been getting foreign aid contracts. 
The Agriculture Department is also in­ 
vestigating whether the old curmudgeon 
has tried to manipulate the commodities 
market in influencing overseas sales 
These are charges that he has detoed, 
with righteous outrage. He has sworn to 
us. by all that he holds holy, that he in­ 
tervened solely to save the taxpayers’ 
mooey and to help all-American com­ 
panies 
Otto Passman was born at the turn of 
the century to tenant farmers and was 
brought up on unseasoned corn bread and 
clabbered milk At age 10, he was hired 
out to a neighboring farmer for 85 a 
month. 
He decided to make his own way in the 
world after he turned 14. He dropped out 
of the fourth grade, worked on a cotton 
and rice farm for a while and eventually 
got a job in a grocery store. 
The memory of his grim childhood 
developed in him a fierce attachment for 
every dollar he ever earned. He 
managed to hang on to enough money to 
invest in one business after another. His 
Passman Wholesale Equipment Com­ 
pany. a commercial refrigeration firm 
and Passman Investment Company 
thrived under his tight fist. 
While he treated every dollar with 
tenderness, he was not unmindful of 
those less blessed 
He tithed to the 
church and became an active Mason. 
When friends were down on their luck, he 
was available for a loan and a lecture on 
economy. 
Passman became admired in Monroe, 
La., whose burghers elected him to 
Congress in 1946 He made foreign aid his 
specialty His knowledge of the intimate 
details of foreign aid is unparalleled Or 
as one of his colleagues once said in ex­ 
asperation. “ (Passm an) knows the 
number of coat hangers they have in 
Khartoum, but not what the AID 
program is doing in the Sudan.” 


He developed a special interest in rice. 
This might seem natural enough, since 
his native Louisiana is the nation's 
leading rice producer. But the company 
that usually benefited from Passman’s 
intervention in rice matters was located 
in New Jersey. 
The Connell Rice and Sugar Company 
of Westfield. N.J.. has wound up with ex­ 
port contracts, worth $680 million, dur­ 
ing the last seven years. This is roughly 
half of the 81.3 billion that the Food for 
Peace Program has exported during this 
time. 
Passman has also been partial to the 
St. John Maritime Company, which has 
had equally good fortune in getting 
freight contracts to ship food to needy 
nations. 
In 1973. for example. Passman flew to 
Saigon for discussions with then Presi­ 
dent Thieu Sources privy to their con­ 
versation said Passman had urged Thieu 
to utilize St. John ships to haul grain to 
South Vietnam. The Louisiana legislator 
explained his power over the foreign aid 
budget, according to our sources. 
This made such an impression on 
Thieu that he later dispatched his 
Minister of Economy to Louisiana to 
relay personally to Passman the good 
news that St John had been awarded the 
stopping contracts. 
Passman also impressed upon U.S. of­ 
ficials. who had to approve the shipping 
agent, that St. John was “in the best 
position” to fill the contract, say our 


The Congressman confirmed that 
Grover Connell. the owner of the favored 
New Jersey company, is a close personal 
friend of his. But Passman insisted that 


he had met St. John’s owner. Harry J. 
Smith, only once “The man has never 
called me. and 1 have never called him.” 
said Passman. 
Passman assisted St. John, he said, to 
keep the business in the United States. 
His other interventions — blocking a rice 
shipment to Cambodia, arranging three 
rice deals in South Korea, questioning a 
contract with East Pakistan, to name a 
few — have been instigated to save 
money, he said.

The recent Teton Dam failure cast its 
shadow across proposals for a new in­ 
take valve at Cachuma Reservoir, at 
least temporarily and in some quarters 
In short, the Bureau of Reclamation, 
operators of Bradbury Dam. said it 
didn’t want anyone drilling into its gated 
facility for any reason

longstanding one with the Bureau.

It was Stan Hatch, legal counsel for the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, who said the Bureau might haw 
had the Teton failure in mind when it 
turned down the proposal for a new in­ 
take Hatch said it tongue in cheek, but it 
had a grim sound to it, particularly to 
this reporter, who. all along with most, 
remembers the Baldwin Hills Dam 
failure, and then along with a few. who 
remember the crisis of Matilija Dam 
near Ojai. In the latter caae. cracks ap­ 
peared near the top of the earth filled 
facility and government had a notch cut 
in the top of the wall to take some of the 
pressure off. The Matilija also has an 
outlet, similar to the concept of the 
Cachuma intake valve, at the bottom of 
the dam wall. The bottom-oriented outlet 
also proved to be som ewhat of a 
problem. 
To complete the picture now that all 
this potential for disaster has been aired, 
there has never been any serious threat 
to Bradbury Dam, never any cracks or 
other vestige of danger. There was con­ 
cern during the 1969 storms, that even­ 
tually led to county flood control’s early 
warning system. Bradbury and the 
waters of Cachuma are safe and the 
Bureau wants to keep it that way. 
A sidelight to the more dominant 
themes has been churning behind the 
scenes spurred by the Bureau’s proposal 
to reduce manpower tending the facility. 
The C a c h u m a O p e r a t i o n s and 
Maintenance Board has criticized the 
proposal based on the argument that a 
lone operator, as proposed, could 
become incapacitated for some reason 
and thus leave the dam and its works un­ 
attended during critical times. Oppo­ 
nents of that argument, however, note 
the almost failsafe automatic warning 
and alarm system and also note that the 
present two-man force doesn’t work 
round the clock anyway. A source close 
to all this tells this reporter that the 
Bureau has successfully automated 
some of iti dam facilities. More automa­ 
tion is apparently in the works. 


Despite some initial difficulty in get­ 
ting facts on the contract negotiations of 
the Teamsters and FEC, Ida, that voice 
at the Teamsters in Santa Maria came 
through for us. Barely had the collective 
sighs of relief faded when she called to 
let us know the good news that a ten­ 
tative agreement had been reached Un­ 
til that moment, both the union and the 
corporation refused to even confirm 
their names 
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
